Peace Depends On Character, 
Not ‘‘Scraps of Paper.’’ 

The worth of an agreement de- 
pends upon the character of the 
contracting parties. What the 
League of Nations will amount to 
as an agency for preserving peace 
will be determined by what the 
word of the signatories is worth. 
If the nations signing are resolved 
to keep peace, and to make others 
keep it, there will be peace, league 
or no league; otherwise there will 
be war, league or no league. 

The danger is that the leading 
Allied nations—being peaceably 
inelined and disposed to judge 
others by their own standards— 
will accept the signing of the 
league constitution as automatic- 
ally ending war, and will neglect 
to make preparations to protect 
themselves and the world against 
another onslaught. 

The assumption that the whole 
world wants peace is a delusion. 
Germany does not want peace; it 
accepts peace because it has to, 
and so long as it has to. Russia 
does not want peace; the de facto 
power there is openly proclaiming 
a world war for the. re-construc- 
tion of society according to its 
own specifications. And Germany 
and Russia represent more than 
half the area of Europe, with a 
| population of two hundred and 
fifty millions of people. To that 
| half of Europe the League of Na- 
tions will be a restraining force 
according to the number of bayon- 
ets that stand behind it. 


| The Hope of the Future. 

Neither idle curiosity nor the 
love of the beautiful alone  ac- 
| counts for the crowds of city folk 

who have been wandering through

AT SASKATOON 


Plans Are Made for Big Demon- 
stration on Saturday, July 
19th 


Saskatoon, Sask., July 10—Arrange- 
ments for a monster peace day cele- 
bration were made at a meeting of re- 
resentatives from every organization 
in the city, held here tonight.

Paris, July 11--——Ratifieation of the 
treaty of peace by the German natton- 
al assembly at Wiemar may be held 
to be not sufficient, according to the 
Petit Parisien.
